These  rates  have  been  calculated  on  the  estimated  resident 
population  supplied  to  me  by  the  Registrar  General  for  the  mid¬ 
year  1938. 

The  Corrected  Death  Rate  (9.3)  is  obtained  by  multiplying  the 
uncorrected  rate  by  the  factor  of  correction  for  Worthing  R.D., 
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viz.,  0.84.  The  corrected  death  rate  represents  what  the  death 
rate  for  Worthing  R.D.  would  be  if  the  population  contained  propor¬ 
tionately  the  same  number  of  males  and  females  in  each  of  the  age 
groups  as  enumeration  in  1931  census  revealed  in  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole.  The  factor  of  correction  being  less  than  1, 
indicates  that  the  population  of  Worthing  R.D.  consists  of  a  larger 
proportion  of  people  at  the  ages  at  which  death  is  more  likely  to 
occur  than  does  the  population  of  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  various  mortality  rates  of  the  district  during  the  past 
year  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  and  the  urban  and  rural  districts  of  West  Sussex  are  shown 
in  a  comparative  table  on  page  4.

The  Public  Health  Staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  (who  is  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  West  Sussex 
(Southern)  United  (M.O.H.)  Districts),  and  three  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
Mr.  C.  T.  Gardner  (Chief,  is  also  Surveyor  to  the  Council), 
Mr.  E.  T.  Oates,  and  Mr.  K.  C.  Davis.  The  latter  commenced 
duties  on  December  1st,  1938. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General.  There  is  a  district  nurse  employed  by  the 
Local  Nursing  Committee,  representing  one  or  more  parishes, 
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affiliated  to  the  West  Sussex  County  Nursing  Association  in  each

Grants  are  made  by  the  County  Council  to  the  County  Nursing 
Association  for  various  nursing  services  including  Child  Welfare 
Work,  School  Nurses’  Work,  “  Tuberculosis  ”  health  visiting,  and  as 
subsidies  to  provide  Nurse-Midwives  in  areas  which  would  other¬ 
wise  be  without  one.

The  Duchess  of  Norfolk  provides  Centres  at  Littlehampton  and 
Arundel.  Meetings  are  held  at  20a,  South  Terrace,  Littlehampton, 
on  Mondays  and  Thursdays,  at  2.30;  at  Granville  House,  Maltravers 
Street,  Arundel,  on  Wednesdays  at  2.30.  These  centres  are 
accessible  to  some  of  the  residents  of  the  rural  parishes  adjoining 
these  urban  areas. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  holds  a  Centre  at  the  Girl 
Guides  Hall,  Lancing,  weekly  on  Fridays,  at  2.30  p.m., 
a  doctor  attending  at  each  session. 

School  Clinics. 

There  is  no  regular  School  Clinic  in  the  Rural  District.  Eye 
clinics  are  held  at  Worthing  Hospital,  and  at  Granville  House, 
Arundel,  as  and  when  required,  to  which  school  children  belonging 
to  the  Rural  District  are  taken  by  appointment  for  treatment  of 
defective  vision.  Temporary  dental  clinics  are  held  from  time  to 
time  either  at  the  Schools  or  Village  Halls  for  the  treatment  of 
children  attending  all  schools  in  the  district. 

Ear  Clinics  are  held  from  time  to  time  at  the  Sussex  Throat 
and  Ear  Hospital,  Brighton,  and  appointments  are  made  for 
children  suffering  from  ear  disease  to  attend. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics  are  held  at  Worthing  School  Clinic  (by 
arrangement  with  the  Worthing  Corporation)  and  Granville  House, 
Arundel,  to  which  school  children  belonging  to  the  Rural  District 
are  taken  by  appointment  for  treatment  of  crippling  defects.  The 
Orthopaedic  Nurse  supervises  children  who  have  been  prescribed 
exercises  at  these  Clinics. 

Tuberculosis  Clinic. 

A  Dispensary  is  held  at  Worthing  Hospital  every  Monday  at 
10.30  a.m.  which  is  available  to  all  residents  in  the  Worthing 
Rural  District.  Appointments  are  made  through  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  County  Hall,  Chichester. 

Venereal  Disease. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  made  arrangement , 
entitling  residents  in  the  County  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease 
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to  attend  free  of  cost,  the  Venereal  Clinics  held  either  at  Worthing 
Hospital  on  Wednesdays,  women  3 — 4,  men  4 — 5  ;  Fridays, 
women  5 — 6,  men  6 — 7  ;  or  at  the  Royal  Portsmouth  Hospitals 
for  men  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  10  a.m.  to  12  noon  and  5  p.m, 
to  7  p.m.,  Wednesdays  at  4  p.m.  ;  and  for  women  on  Mondays, 
3.30  p.m.  to  5.30  p.m.,  Wednesdays,  2  p.m.  to  4  p.m.,  Fridays, 
10  a.m.  to  12  noon.

The  Council  have  no  Isolation  Hospital,  but  patients  who 
cannot  be  nursed  at  home  are  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
of  the  Hove  Corporation,  under  an  agreement  made  during 
1935.  Four  beds  are  retained  at  an  annual  fee  of  £5  per  bed 
and  £2  9s.  Od.  per  week  is  paid  when  a  bed  is  occupied. 
Ambulance  charge  is  at  the  rate  of  ninepence  per  mile.

Special  Report  on  Dysentery. 

Fifty-two  of  the  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  during  the 
two  weeks  ending  November  26th— December  3rd,  1938.  The 
whole  of  these  fifty-two  cases  occurred  among  the  boys  at  Lancing 
College  and  a  special  report  was  made,  copy  of  which  was  sent  to 
he  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council.  The  School  had  a

total  of  232  boys.  All  the  cases  recovered,  and  whereas  no  actual 
carrier  was  found,  strong  suspicion  rested  oh  the  kitchen  staff.

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  extending  the  public  water 
mains  to  the  Parish  of  Ferring  has  been  completed,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  a  very  few  minor  roads  where  development  is  making  slow 
progress  ;  extensions  to  the  mains  in  these  areas  will  be  made  as 
required. 


The  completion  of  this  scheme  brings  the  total  of  parishes 
with  public  water  supply  to  ten,  as  follows  : —

It  will  be  seen  that  all  the  above  reports  are  very  satisfactory 
with  the  exception  of  those  from  the  Arundel  Estate  Supply. 

Following  the  taking  of  the  last  sample  mentioned,  the  Estate 
Co.  were  approached  and  the  seriousness  of  the  matter  pointed 
out  to  them,  which  has  resulted  in  the  installation  of  a  chlorination 
plant  at  the  source  of  the  supply,  and  thus  the  water  has  been 
rendered  permanently  safe  for  drinking  purposes. 

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Western  Area. — The  sewerage  system  completed  in  1934, 
which  serves  the  parishes  of  Angmering,  Rustington,  East  Preston 
and  Kingston,  discharges  to  sea  through  storage  tanks  at  Kingston, 
at  suitable  periods  of  the  ebbtide,  at  a  point  500  yards  below  high 
wat  i  mark. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Ferring,  which  was 
commenced  in  April,  1937,  has  now  been  practically  completed, 
a  further  8,350  yards  of  sewer  having  been  laid  down.  Two  of  the 
pumping  stations  are  in  operation  and  this,  of  course,  has  resulted 
in  many  connections  to  the  sewer  being  made. 

During  the  year  experiments  have  been  carried  out  with  a 
view  to  the  chlorination  of  the  sewage  discharged  into  the  storage 
tanks  at  Kingston,  and  generally  speaking,  the  whole  sewage 
disposal  scheme  in  the  Western  Area  has  functioned  very 
satisfactorily  indeed. 

Eastern  Area. — The  sewerage  scheme  at  Lancing  has  again 
carried  out  its  work  successfully.  In  this  case  all  sewage  is  pumped 
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to  the  sewage  Disposal  Works  of  the  Borough  of  Worthing  for 
treatment,  and  thence  by  way  of  their  outfall  is  discharged  to  sea. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Sompting  has  progressed 
to  the  point  where  it  is  necessary  for  the  Ministry  to  hold  their 
Inquiry  into  the  proposals,  and  this  is  scheduled  to  take  place 
about  the  middle  of  February,  1939. 

It  is  hoped  that  at  this  Inquiry  the  scheme  will  be  approved 
and  the  work  really  commenced  during  the  current  year.

Public  Cleansing. 

(i a )  House  Refuse. 

Weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  made  in  ten  parishes 
and  a  monthly  collection  in  the  remaining  seven  parishes,  the 
Council  undertaking  the  collection  and  disposal  by  direct 
labour.  The  vehicles  used  for  the  weekly  collection  are  three 
S.D.  freighters.  The  monthly  collection  is  of  tins  and  other 
inorganic  refuse  from  outlying  districts  and  is  carried  out  by  a 
one-ton  Morris  Truck  in  the  following  parishes  of  Houghton, 
South  Stoke,  Burpham,  Warningcamp,  Poling,  Lyminster  and 
Patching. 

Disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Rustington  for  the 
western  parishes,  where  3,454  bins  are  emptied  weekly,  and  at 
North  Sompting  for  the  eastern  parishes,  where  4,962  bins  are 
emptied  weekly. 

Both  tips  have  proved  satisfactory  during  the  past  year. 

The  system  of  waste  paper  salvage  established  last  year 
has  been  successfully  carried  on  ;  the  practice  of  supplying  each 
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householder  with  a  bag  for  the  storage  of  waste  paper  is  still 
maintained,  the  contents  being  collected  weekly  and  taken 
to  the  Council's  Depot  for  baling. 

During  the  year  145|  tons  of  paper  have  been  salvaged. 

Rags,  bottles  and  clean  metals  are  also  removed  from  the 
refuse  and  are  taken  to  the  Depot  for  sorting  and  for  sale.

(b)  Cesspools. 

There  is,  outside  the  sewered  area,  public  scavenging  of 
cesspools  at  Lancing,  and  a  limited  public  scavenging  once  per 
annum  for  the  outlying  houses  in  the  parishes  of  Rustington, 
Angmering  and  East  Preston. 


The  work  is  undertaken  by  direct  labour,  a  700  gallon 
mechanically-driven  tanker  being  used  for  collection.  The 
sewage  collected  is  discharged  into  sewers  at  suitable  points. 
The  Parish  of  Lancing  owns  the  tanker,  but  it  is,  when  available, 
utilised  in  the  other  Parishes  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  at 
the  expense  of  the  occupier,  and  in  the  outlying  Parishes 
disposal  is  by  discharge  on  to  arable  land. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  for  any  action  to  be  taken  to 
check  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

Once  more  I  have  to  report  that  there  is  still  a  considerable 
shortage  of  houses  available  at  rents  which  the  working  classes  can 
afford  to  pay. 
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The  number  of  applications  for  Council  Houses  on  the  list  at 
the  end  of  1937  was  416.  During  the  year  1938,  188  new  applica¬ 
tions  were  received,  but  although  270  applicants  were  either 
provided  with  houses  or  otherwise  dealt  with  during  the  year, 
the  number  of  applications  still  on  the  list  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  334,  being  82  less  than  in  December,  1937. 

It  is  again  interesting  to  note  that  out  of  148  applicants  on  the 
waiting  list  who  were  actually  offered  a  house,  only  118  actually 
accepted  the  offer.  This  fact,  together  with  the  general  reduction 
due  to  people  not  renewing  their  application,  makes  it  evident  that 
never  can  the  number  of  applications  on  the  list,  at  any  given  date, 
be  taken  as  a  reliable  measure  of  the  number  of  houses  required  for 
this  purpose.  Effort  is  being  maintained  to  meet  the  supply  of 
houses  required  for  the  needs  of  these  applicants,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  since  the  introduction  of  the  Housing  Financial  Provisions 
Act,  1938,  that  advantage  will  be  taken  by  private  owners  of  the 
Subsidy  available  for  the  provision  of  houses  for  Agricultural 
Workers  which  is  available  under  that  Act,  and  which  can  be  as 
much  as  £10  per  annum  for  40  years.  It  is  only  by  the  Council 
and  such  owners  availing  themselves  of  the  facilities  provided  by 
these  grants,  and  by  the  Housing  Rural  Workers  Act,  that  it  can 
become  possible  to  supply  houses  at  such  rents  as  can  be  paid  by 
families  who  are  in  need  of  lower  rent  houses. 

During  1938,  96  houses  have  been  erected  and  let  by  the  Council. 
Of  these,  10  were  used  for  the  re-housing  of  families  from  unfit 
houses,  8  for  overcrowded  families,  and  78  for  ordinary  letting, 
the  number  of  persons  concerned  being  from  unfit  houses  32,  from 
overcrowded  houses  52,  and  for  ordinary  purposes  approximately 
312,  making  a  total  of  396  persons. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  68  houses  are  in  course  of  construction. 
Contracts  have  been  entered  into  for  the  erection  of  a  further  70 
houses  and  plans  are  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  erection  of 
24  houses  in  addition  to  these,  the  sites  having  already  been 
purchased. 

Good  progress  has  again  been  made  in  connection  with  the 
Slum  Clearance  Programme  of  the  District  ;  the  original  list  of 
45  unfit  houses  has  again  been  supplemented,  another  15  houses 
being  added  this  year,  the  total  programme  now  comprising  122 
houses.  These  additional  houses  were  either  transferred  from 
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Schedule  III.  of  the  September,  1933,  report,  or  are  other  unfit 
houses  which  have  been  found  during  further  surveys  of  the  District.

THE  HOUSING  (RURAL  WORKERS)  ACT,  1926. 

The  object  of  this  Act  is  to  assist  in  the  improvement  of  housing 
conditions  for  agricultural  workers  and  other  country  workers  by 
facilitating  the  reconditioning  of  old  houses  in  such  a  way  as  to 
bring  them  up  to  modern  standards  of  comfort  and  sanitation,  and 
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by  the  conversion  into  dwellings,  of  buildings  not  previously  used 
for  that  purpose. 

To  qualify  for  the  grants  which  are  available,  the  cost  of  the 
work  carried  out  on  the  cottage  must  not  be  less  than  £50  per 
cottage.  The  value  of  the  cottage  when  the  work  is  finished  must 
not  exceed  £400,  and  for  the  next  20  years  the  cottage  must  be 
reserved  for  a  person  of  the  same  economic  condition  as  an 
agricultural  worker,  and  the  rent  must  not  exceed  the  normal 
agricultural  rent  of  the  district,  increased  by  4  per  cent,  on  the 
owner's  share  of  the  cost.  This  agreement  the  owner  can  free 
himself  from  at  any  time,  on  suitable  terms,  and  he  will  be  asked 
to  repay  only  a  proportionate  amount.  If  an  owner  cannot  raise 
his  share  of  the  cost,  the  Local  Authority  may  lend  him  the  money 
and  they  may  pay  the  grant  by  instalments  as  the  works  proceed1 

Application  for  grant  should  be  made  to  the  Local  Authority 
in  whose  area  the  cottage  is  situated. 

It  becomes  more  and  more  amazing  to  me  that  owners,  both 
large  and  small,  of  cottages  of  the  types  suitable  for  grant  under 
this  Act,  persistently  refuse  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages 
which  it  places  within  their  reach. 

During  the  past  four  years,  by  interview,  distribution  of  leaflets 
and  placing  of  posters,  and  every  other  possible  means,  effort  has 
been  made  to  persuade  such  owners  to  take  advantage  of  the  grants 
available  under  the  Act,  and  to  recondition  suitable  cottages 
thoroughly,  rather  than  repair  only,  or  demolish  cottages  which 
were  found  to  be  to  a  good  extent,  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
Little  success  was  met  with  until  last  year  when  it  was  possible 
to  persuade  4  owners  to  make  application  for  grant  in  respect  of 
19  cottages.  Those  cottages  are  now,  in  all  respects,  fit  for  human 
habitation,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  in  more  than  one  instance, 
the  cottages  are  unrecognisable  since  the  completion  of  the  work, 
so  improved  are  they  in  appearance  alone. 

It  is  not  possible,  in  every  case,  to  preserve  the  rural  appearance 
of  a  cottage  dealt  with  in  this  manner,  but  every  effort  is  made  to 
do  so. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  to  report  during  1938  no  further 
application  for  grant  has  been  made  ;  although  many  owners  have 
made  tentative  enquiries  regarding  the  same  none  have  definitely 
applied.  It  would  seem  that  some  sort  of  feeling  exists  against 
accepting  such  a  grant  so  far  as  some  of  the  more  wealthy  owners 
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are  concerned,  and  it  is  not  easy  to  understand  what  this  can  be. 
The  grant,  in  my  opinion,  has  not  been  made  possible  solely  for  the 
benefit  of  the  owner  of  the  property,  but  to  enable  healthy  houses 
to  be  provided  for  people  who  have  to  live  in  the  type  of  house 
concerned. 

It  has  to  be  admitted,  that  great  disappointment  is  felt  in  the 
lack  of  progress  under  this  Act,  and  one  can  only  hope  that  owners 
will  not  only  see  great  benefits  available  through  the  Act,  but  that 
they  will  go  even  further  and  consider  the  question  of  providing 
new  houses  with  the  assistance  of  the  Housing  Financial  Provisions 
Act,  1938,  which  has  in  it  Sections  providing  for  assistance  to  be 
given  for  the  provision  of  houses  for  Agricultural  Workers.

Eradication  of  Bed-Bugs. 

1.  Wherever  an  inspection  is  made  of  any  house  for  any 
purpose  whatever,  note  is  always  taken  of  its  general  condition  as 
to  cleanliness,  and  should  any  indication  of  the  presence  of  vermin  be 
found,  or  any  information  be  received  of  the  presence  of  such  vermin, 
then  a  detailed  inspection  is  made,  and  where  any  house  or  other 
premises  is  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs,  notices  are  served  upon 
the  responsible  persons  for  the  disinfestation  of  the  premises. 

Where  such  persons  are  themselves  unable  to  carry  out  this 
work  the  Council  undertake  the  same  at  a  nominal  charge.  Should 
a  Council  house  be  found  to  be  so  infested,  disinfestation  is  carried 
out  forthwith.  During  the  past  year,  though  repeated  visits  for 
purposes  of  advice  and  inspection  as  to  general  cleanliness,  I  am 
pleased  to  say  no  Council  house  was  found  to  be  infested  with 
vermin  of  this  type.

Each  infested  house  is  thoroughly  sprayed  throughout  with 
either  Zaldecide  or  “  Ris  ”  Insecticide.  This  fluid  is  applied  to 
all  woodwork  in  the  rooms  concerned,  architraves,  skirting  boards 
and  other  wall  fixtures  in  many  cases  being  eased  from  the  wall. 
The  spraying  is  repeated  on  three  separate  occasions,  a  period  of 
five  days  being  allowed  between  each  visit. 

This  method,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  tenants,  has  proved 
most  effective  where  infestation  has  been  found. 

In  severe  cases  the  owner  concerned  is  always  advised  to 
employ  the  H.C.N.  method  of  fumigation,  and  to  have  the  work 
carried  out  by  a  competent  firm  of  fumigators. 

3.  Method  employed  for  ensuring  that  the  belongings  of 

TENANTS  ARE  FREED  FROM  VERMIN  BEFORE  REMOVAL  TO  COUNCIL 

Houses. 

Upon  a  prospective  tenant  accepting  the  offer  of  a  Council 
House,  an  inspection  is  made  of  his  present  dwelling,  and  his 
furniture  and  effects.  Should  there  be  evidence  of  infestation 
the  above-named  methods  are  employed  for  freeing  the  house  and 
furniture  from  bed  bugs  before  the  tenant  is  allowed  to  enter  a  new 
Council  House. 

The  Council  have  a  contract  with  a  London  firm  of  fumigators 
who,  when  called  upon,  will  either 

(a)  Disinfest  bug  infested  houses  and  their  contents  by 
the  H.C.N.  method,  or 

(b)  Remove  the  furniture  and  the  belongings  of  prospective 
tenants  of  Council  Houses  and  fumigate  with  H.C.N. 
whilst  in  transit.  Fixed  flat  rate  charges  have  been 
agreed. 

No  families  have  had  to  have  their  furniture  disinfested  with 
H.C.N.  during  the  past  year. 
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4.  Disinfestation. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  if  the 
method  used  is  fumigation  by  use  of  insecticides  or  by  gases  other 
than  toxic  gases.  Where  toxic  gases  are  used,  the  work  of  fumi¬ 
gation  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  firm  of  Fumigators  employed. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders,  1915-1926. 

During  the  year  routine  inspections  of  milk  producing  premises 
have  been  adequately  maintained,  and  it  is  again  possible  to  report 
improvements  at  some  of  the  milk  producing  premises  in  the 
District. 

Outstanding  among  these  are  the  following  : — 

(1)  Milk  was  being  produced  in  dark,  unventilated  sheds, 
and  with  poor  dairy  accommodation,  and  on  request, 
the  producer  provided  additional  ventilation  and  brought 
the  lighting  of  the  cow  shed  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard. 
He  also  installed  adequate  sterilising  apparatus,  and  as  a 
result  was  able  to  obtain  a  licence  for  the  production  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

(2)  In  two  separate  instances  milk  was  being  produced  in 
cow  stalls  without  adequate  light  or  ventilation,  with 
dilapidated  roofs,  insanitary  brick  floors  and  standings, 
unsatisfactory  feeding  troughs,  no  proper  drainage  and 
defective  and  insanitary  yard  surfaces.  The  dairies  were 
without  proper  light  or  ventilation  and  had  defective 
floors.  The  cowstalls  and  the  dairies  have  been  thoroughly 
re-conditioned  throughout  in  accordance  with  the  latest 
dairy  practice  and  are  now  satisfactory  in  all  respects. 

(3)  Another  cowstall  was  without  satisfactory  means  of 
drainage  and  had  a  most  insanitary  cesspool  adjoining 
the  cowstall  which  has  now  been  abolished  and  new 
drains  laid  on  to  the  Council’s  sewer. 

(4)  Milk  production  was  being  carried  on  in  overcrowded 
conditions,  and  on  its  being  pointed  out  to  the  producer, 
he  made  arrangements  for,  and  had  constructed,  an 
additional  cowstall  and  abolished  the  existing  dairy,  and 
is  building  a  new  dairy  and  washroom  complete.  In 
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addition,  he  installed  the  latest  model  milking  machine 
and  also  refrigerator  and  new  brine  cooler  in  the  new 
dairy. 

(5)  At  two  other  farms,  where  bad  lighting,  ventilation, 
lack  of  proper  dairy  accommodation,  defective  yard 
paving,  and  many  other  structural  defects  exist,  the  work 
of  reconditioning  is  now  almost  completed  and  will  result 
in  very  satisfactory  conditions  for  the  production  of  milk. 

In  addition,  a  considerable  number  of  other  minor  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  effected  by  informal  action,  and  as  this  sort  of 
work  has  now  been  carried  on  successfully  for  the  past  four  years 
the  time  will  soon  arrive  when  all  the  cowsheds  in  the  district  will 
be  of  a  standard  required  by  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders, 
and,  therefore,  there  will  naturally  be  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
defects  and  contraventions  found.  This  is  already  apparent  in 
the  figures  returned  for  1938.  It  is  to  be  understood,  of  course, 
that  only  by  the  continued  co-operation  of  the  milk  producers 
and  by  the  owners  of  premises  themselves,  that  this  ultimate  end 
can  be  achieved. 

The  number  of  licences  granted  for  the  production  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk  has  increased  from  five  to  eight,  and  of  these,  four  are 
registered  as  Accredited  Herds. 

The  number  of  licences  granted  for  the  production  of  Accredited 
Milk  has  been  reduced  from  25  to  24,  one  producer  of  Accredited 
Milk  having  now  obtained  a  licence  for  the  production  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk. 

The  total  number  of  herds  in  the  district  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  49,  and  the  total  number  of  cattle  1,463.  Graded  milks  are 
produced  from  65.3  per  cent,  of  the  herds. 

Once  more  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  a  good  standard  of 
cleanliness  has  been  maintained  by  the  Producers,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  still  more  will  apply  for  Graded  Milk  Licences  during  1939. 
Where  licences  have  been  granted  it  has  been  made  a  condition 
that  efficient  steam  sterilising  equipment  should  be  provided  for 
the  sterilising  of  all  utensils,  churns,  etc.,  by  steam  under  pressure, 
and  this  has  been  complied  with  in  all  cases. 

During  the  year  the  Veterinary  Service,  has  continually  carried 
out  inspections  on  all  herds  in  the  District.  Although  these 
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inspections  are  carried  out  regularly  it  would  seem  that  the  more 
sanitary  housing  conditions  effected  in  the  district,  so  far  as  cattle 
are  concerned,  has  definitely  improved  the  health  of  the  cattle 
since  none  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  continuation  of  the  work,  together  with  the  inspections 
of  cattle  by  the  Veterinary  Service,  will  maintain  this  very  satis¬ 
factory  state  so  far  as  the  disease  is  concerned.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  that  of  the  82  samples 
taken,  all  were  subject  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Reductase  test, 
and  75  to  the  Coliform  test  ;  of  the  82,  76  reached  the  standard  of 
the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  and  of  the  75,  69  passed  the  test  for  the 
presence  of  Coliform  Bacillus.

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The  condemned  food  was  in  every  case  surrendered  voluntarily 
and  was  destroyed  either  by  incineration  or  bv  burying  in  the 
ground. 

Thirty-three  certificates  were  issued  to  traders  so  as  to  enable 
them  to  obtain  compensation  for  their  loss. 

Once  again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  the  quality  of  meat 
inspected  maintains  the  high  standard  mentioned  in  earlier  reports. 
It  will  be  noted  that  the  quantity  of  meat  condemned  is  small  in 
relation  to  the  amount  inspected.  The  meat  purveyors  generally, 
and  owners  of  slaughterhouses  have  shown  their  willingness  through¬ 
out  the  year  to  co-operate  in  the  inspection  of  meat,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  pleasant  relations  between  the  officers  of  the  Local 
Authority  and  these  tradesmen  will  continue  in  the  future.
